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TUBERCULOSIS 


There  is  no  Tuberculosis  Clinic  in  the  County  and  cases  aro  now 
referred  to  :'be  "best  Clinics  of  the  Sheffield  and  East  Anglian  Hospital 
Boards  at  Melton  Mowbray  and  Stamford  respectively. 

Mies  Welsh  has  continued  to  make  regular  visits  to  all  known 
cases  and  reports  to  the  Chest  Physicians  on  the  home  conditions.  During 
the  year  she  paid  248  ouch  visits  and  has  done  valuable  work  in  arranging 
for  contacts  to  bo  medically  examined.  There  vere  69  notified  cases  on  the 
register  at  the  end  of  tho  year 

The  County  Council  continued  to  supply  free  milk  to  one  chronic 
case  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Chest  Physician, 

In  the  case  of  a  mother  who  was  admitted  to  a  sanatorium,  her  two 
boys  aged  3  and  4^-  years  were  boarded  out  by  the  Children’s  Officer. 

Another  case,  receiving  out-patient  treatment  at  Hospital,  was 

provided  with  a  Home  Kelp.

A  Pasteuriser1 s  Licence  authorising  the  use  of  the  Special 
Designation  "Pasteurised”  was  granted  to  one  establishment.  Routine 
inspections  of  the  prcmlsos  were  carried  out  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector 
of  the  Oakhan  R.D.C.  and  monthly  samples  of  milk  were  taken  and  submitted 
to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Leicester.  7  satisfactory  samples 

were  taken.  The  8th  sample  was  unsatisfactory  and  a  further  tliree  were 
taken  which  also  proved  unsatisfactory.  The  management  were  informed  and 
decided  to  discontinue  the  use  of  the  plant  as  they  found  it  impossible  to 
exercise  the  necessary  supervision.

It  will  be  seen  that  1  sample  of  milk  was  found  to  be  unsatisfactory 
in  that  it  contained  2  per  cent  added  water.  The  presence  of  added  water 
was  confirmed  by  the  freezing  point  tests.  An  "Appeal  to  Cow"  sample  taken 
in  connection  therewith  was  found  to  be  of  satisfactory  composition  and  poss¬ 
essed  a  normal  freezing  points 

Two  per  cent  of  added  water  is  so  small  an  amount  as  to  be  possibly  an 
accidental  failure  to  drain  the  churn  or  other  containing  vessel  and  on  the 
other  hand  the  sample  was  quite  good  in  respect  of  its  fats  which  amounted  to 
3.65  per  cent  so  that  this  offence  could  not  be  considered  a  serious  one. 

With  regard  to  the  samples  of  beer,  they  were  all  of  very  fair  strength 
and  again  yielded  no  evidence  of  harmful  arsenical  or  load  contamination. 
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CARE  OF  MOTHERS  AND  YOUNG  CHILDREN 


Tho  attendances  at  the  Infant  Welfare  Centres  at  Oakham,  Uppingham 
and  Ketton  continued  to  bo  satisfactory;  useful  work  is  done  by  voluntary 
workers  who  assist  the  Health  Visitors  at  thost  centres  and  is  greatly 
appreciated . 

Two  Centres  run  by  the  R.A.F.  at  Cottesmore  and  North  Luffenham 
have  been  made  available  for  the  civilian  families  living  in  these  and 
surrounding  villages.  Miss  Samuel  and  Miss  Welsh  attend  twice  monthly  at 
the  North  Luffonham  and  Cottesmore  Aerodrome  Centres  respectively, 

Tho  recommendation  of  the  Midwives  Working  Party  that  midwives  should 
continue  to  visit  their  patients  for  one  month  after  delivery  or  until  breast 
feeding  if  fully  established  has  been  put  into  effect.

Care  of  Unmarried  Mothers  and  T  ieir  Children 

Following  a  meeting  between  the  Chairman  of  the  Health  Committee  and 
tho  Chairman  of  St.  Saviour's  Diocesan  Maternity  Home,  Northampton,  tho 
Committee  agreed  to  guarantee  the  fees  of  suitable  cases  admitted  to  the 
Homo,  Mothers  are  admitted  one  month  before  the  child's  birth  and  kopt 
there  for  three  months  after,  during  which  time  the  mothers  receive  instruct¬ 
ion  in  the  care  of  their  babies  and  in  housekeeping;  and  their  moral  welfare 
is  also  looked  after.  Every  endeavour  is  made  to  see  that  the  mothers  have 
satisfactory  homes  for  themselves  and  their  babies  on  discharge. 

One  unmarried  mother,  aged  19,  from  Grectham  was  referred  by  the  Peter¬ 
borough  Moral  Welfare  Worker  (who  investigates  all  applications  for  help) 
and  admitted  to  the  Northampton  Home  during  1950,

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The  Home  Hospital,  Oakham 

This  Maternity  Home  was  approved  by  the  Sheffield  Regional  Hos¬ 
pital  Board  as  a  Home  with  which  contractual  arrangements  could  be  made 
for  the  reception  of  maternity  cases. 

As  no  menber  of  the  nursing  home  staff  has  the  necessary  midwifery 
qualification  (S.C.M. )  the  Health  Committee  agreed  to  the  attendance  of 
the  District  Midwives  at  the  Home. 

A  minimum  of  4  beds  is  reserved  for  the  use  of  the  Hospital  Board 
and  cases  are  recommended  for  admission  mainly  on  environmental  or  sgeio- 
logic.tl  grounds.  Such  patients  are  normally  delivered  by  the  midwife  of 
the  district  in  which  they  live  a  doctor  always  being  available  in  the  event 
of  an  emergency.  Dr.  Purdy  was  appointed  to  undertake  the  general  supervision 
of  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  beds  and  of  admissions  thereto. 


Domiciliary 


It  will  be  noted  that  the  district  midwives  attended,  cither  at  the 
patient’s  home  or  at  the  nursing  home,  roughly  half  of  the  births  registered 
during  1950. 


Medical  aid  was  summoned  by  district  midwives  for: obstetrical 
emergencies  on  8  occasions  where  no  doctor  had  previously  been  booked. 


All  the  district  nurse/midvivos  are  State  Registered  Nurses  and 
State  Certified  Mid wives ,  Mrs  Pearson.  Miss  Lewis  and  Miss  Stewart  are 
Members  of  the  Queens  Institute  of  District  Nursing j  and  Miss  Gibson  holds 
a  Health  Visitors  Certificate. 
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AMBULANCE  SERVICE 


(Ambulance  Officer  -  Mr.  S. Watson) 


The  revised  orooosals  of  the  County  Council  for  carrying  out  their 
Buty  under  Soction  27  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  were 
approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

The  St.  John  Ambulance  Service,  Stamford,  serve  the  whole  of  the 
Kotton  Rural  District  and  also  the  vilages  of  Barrowdon,  Morcott,  Whitwcll, 
Empinghan,  Tickcncote,  North  and  South  Luf Denham  and  Stretton. 

The  remainder  of  the  County  is  served  by  the  two  ambulances  belonging 
to  the  County  Council  and  garaged  at  Stud  House,  Barleythorpe. 

A  second  driver  was  engaged  when  the  new  Campion  -  Goramer  ambulance 
was  delivered  in  January, 

The  possession  of  two  ambulances  has  made  it  possibleto  deal  with 
all  calls  without  having  to  rely  on  help  from  the  Leicester ^Ambulance 
Department,  except  for  the  conveyance  of  cases  of  infectious  disease. 

With  the  passing  of  tho  Amendment  Act  of  1949  this  County  Council 
now  has  no  obligation  to  convey  patients  from  Burley  Convalescent  Hospital 
to  their  homes  unless  they  have  been  in  patients  for  a  period  of  more  than 
three  months.  Under  this  period  the  obligation  for  transport  home  rests 
with  the  Authority  in  whose  area  the  need  arose. 

The  B.R.C.S.  (Rutland)  and  the  B.R.C.S.  (Stamford)  continued  to 
provide  the  sitting  case  car  service  for  their  respective  areas  under  the

All  persons  availing  themselves  of  the  Council's  Domestic  Help  Service 
are  informed  of  the  maximum  charge  which  is  payable  by  them  under  the  County 
Councils  scale.  Where  it  is  necessary  for  an  assessment  to  be  made,  and  the 
County  Organiser  is  of  the  opinion  that  an  amount  in  excess  of  the  assessment 
can  reasonable  be  paid,  persons  are  asked  to  pay  an  increased  amount.  The 
fact,  that  there  is  a  financial  loss  in  providing  the  Service  which  has  to  be 
bom -by  the  rate  payers,  being  stressed. 


MENTAL  HEALTH 


Lunacy  Act  1890 

Mr.  S. Watson  aa  duly  Authorised  Officer  dealt  with  14  patients  (7  men  and 
7  women)  who  were  Certified  under  Section  16  and  admitted  to  Carlton  Hayes 
Mental  Hospital. 

3  men  and  3  women  were  later  discharged  as  relieved  or  recovered 
2  womon  died  in  hospital. 


Mental  Treatment  Aot  1930 

The  number  of  Voluntary  patients  admitted  to  Carlton  Hayes  Hospital  was 
11  (4  men  and  7  women) 

3  men  and  4  women  were  later  discharged  as  relieved  or  recovered. 

1  woman  departed  not  improved 


Mental  Deficiency  Acts.  1913  -  1948 

1  man  and  2  women  were  removed  from  the  list  of  Cases  under  Statutory 
Supervision. 

1  case  was  admitted  to  Strett0n  Hall,  a  boy  of  6,  an  imbecile, 

1  case  under  Statutory  Supervision,  a  feeble  minded  boy  aged  16,  appeared 
before  a  Juvenile  Court  on  a  charge  of  maliciously  maiming  2  heifers. 
After  hearing  medical  evedence  the  Court  ordered  him  to  be  sent  forthwith 
to  an  institution  for  mental  defectives.
